The warden waited until within a 


few minutes before, the,hour for the 
300 convicts to> strike, and when they 
felt themselves about to become mas- 
ters of the situation. Then he gave 
the order that at the first sign of the 
threatened revolt the guards should 
shoot, down the seven ringleaders 
whose identity the warden had made 
to the guards.- 


The convicts completely collapsed at 


this .thorougly unexpected turn of af- 
fairs. There was no signal to strike 
and they went about their work aa 
usual.

GRANT'S MOUNTAIN RIDE. 


CUrva HUm ftrvi » lioujU Ko*d la 


Xltiut att Hour. 


In S^ Nicholas, George B. Smith 


tells of a remarkable ride ones 
made by General Grant from the 
village of Bethlehem to the Profile 
House ia the White mountains. The 
driver was Edward Cox, and Mr. 
Smith describes the ride as follows: 


Waea, about 7 o'clock of that 


calm August evening, the presiden- 
tial party stepped out of the Sinclair 
House, General Grant's trained eye, 
sweeping over the team with the 


;3anoe of a connoisseur, at once rec- 
ognized its excellence. Walking 
quickly to the driver's side, he said 
to Cox, "If you have no objections, 
I will get up there with you." ;ilt 
is pretty rough riding up here, gen- 
eral, "was 
the reply. "I can stand 


it if you can," said Grant, as he 
climbed to the place and settled 
himself. The president was dressed 
in high silk hat, black suit and a 
long linen duster covering as much 
of his clothing as possible. The oth- 
ers of the party adjusted themselves 
in the big, heavy' wagon according 
to their ideas of comfort, and all 
was ready. Sixteen people were in 
that vehicle, including ilr. Cox. 


The driver tightened the reins 


\vjth a " Whist l" and with a spring 
in perfect unison the noble animals 
were off for the Profile. The tele- 
graph operator at the St. Clair sat 
with, his finger on the key, looking 
out of the window and watching for 
the moment of the start. A message 
at once flashed over the wire to the 
Profile House, saying that they had 
gone, and the time was noted 
It 


was precosely 7 o'clock 


At the Profile a large company 


had gathered in the oflSce, waiting 
for the arrival Among them were 
several stage drivers, who, with be- 
coming gravity, gave various opin 
ions as sages and oracles of pro- 
fundity in road knowledge and ful- 
ly discussed the situation 
It vt ab 


knov.n that Cox intended to break 
all records if he could, but it was 
the unanimous expression of the 
drivers, knowing every foot of the 
road as they did, that Ed could not 
make the drive in less than 2 hours, 
and a portion of them thought ht.

three miles were right up into the 
mountain, with a steep grade all 
the way into Erancoma notch.

file, will remember Echo lake, and 
the little cannon kept there to wake 
the echoes. This beautiful sheet of 
water, famous far and near for its 
echoes and their many repetitions, 
is about a quarter of a mile from 
the hotel, and the presidential pai 
fcy had to pass it to get to the house 
It had been arranged that when 
they drove by the gunner should fire 
the cannon to announce the fact to 
the house ' At the hotel we were lis 
temng for the ttignal gun. chatting 
discussing the event, and passing 
the time as best we could, when — 
bang' went the gun The echo mak 
er had spoken. We looked at the 
clock hanging in the office It was 
not believed it was the president 
'It cannot be f "Look at the hme '' 
'Some mistake has been made1' 
Such weie the expressions heaid on 
all sides 


The proprietor hurried a bellboy 


to the lake to ascertain -why the 
gun was fired before the tame But 
it was the expected party In what 
seemed an incredibly fchort tome we 
heard the tramping of the flying 
steeds and the rattle of the chariot, 
and in another moment they swepl 
around the corner of the house into 
plain view. 


Never will I forget the scene as 


hey swung into the large circular 
space bef 01 e the building Ed Cox 
stood up on the footboard, with 
teeth set, eyes blazing, and evezy 
rein drawn tight in his hands. Gen- 
eral Grant Brtt beside LiQj, holding 
us hat on with one hand, the other 
grasping the ieat The eight hoi ses 
were on the full run, with mouths 
wide open, ears back fiat to their 
heads, and nostiils distended They 
vere covered with sweat and foam, 
yet all under -perfect control of the 
magician on the box. As they made 
he circle and drew up in front of 
he hotel Cox threw his weight on 
he brakes and stopped at once.

PHOTOGRAPHING A SHOT. 


Wutdrrful Kcperiiueota In !>• teruiluitj 


Uw Tim. of * fltt>U Of KIrctrlcil]-. 
Beoeni achievements in the moving 


photography that- has produced tha imi- 
matcgraph, biograph, 
cinematograph 


and other representations of motion are 
not more1 wonderful than the lately per- 
fected photography of the flying hnllet. 
Professor C. Vernou Boys, F. B. S., has 
worked on this seemingly uasolvable 
problem with great success, as have also 
two Italian artillery officers. 


In tha coarse of a lectnre on the sub- 


ject, Mr. Boys demonstrated that the 
ordinary potion thut an electric spark is 
instantaneous was qcito erroneous and 
stated that the light of the two ends of 
the ordinary electric spark lasted a lit- 
tle less than the one-hundred thousandth 
part of a second. It was, of course, in- 
stantaneous to onr senses, bnt to tests 
which conld measure accurately to the 
one-hundred millionth part of a second 
the electric spark was anything bnt in- 
stantaneous. This spark was no good 
for taking the photograph of a flying 
bullet, as tho lecturer showed by exhib- 
iting one of his attempts, which made 
quite a blnrred picture. 


Mr. Buys then proceeded to explain 


the steps which he took in order to ic- 
dnce tha length of time of the electric 
spark. To this end it was essential that 
the terminals should be made of copper, 
platinum or some metal which did not 
produce readily an ignitible vapor, and 
the electric current must not be driven 
through wires at all. He nsed a very 
*'~iok> broad band of copper, not more 
than two inches long, which reached 
around the edge of the plate, so that the 
electric, current had not more than 
three or four inches to go altogether. 


;He explained by diagrams how he had 
effected his object and shortened the 
time of the spark to about one-thirteen 
millionth of a second, or abont 100 
tiines quicker than the ordinary flash. 


To give the audience some idea of the 


inifinitesimal fraction of time, he said 
the time occupied by the spark as re- 
duced by his apparatus was proportion 
ately as much less than a second as a 
second was less than five months, and 
during that time a bullet fired from a 
magazine rifle could not travel more 
than one five hundredth part of an inch 
By this simple contrivance he was able 
to get a brighter and shorter spark and 
all that was necessary to make a gcod 
and sharp picture.—New York World.

Cultivated Greeks Compelled to Work at 


t 
Uncongenial Taalts. 


It is one of the curious apparent con 


tradictions of the country and the peo- 
ple that whereas ,i large percentage oi 
the population can neither lead nor 
Avnt«, the bane of the nation is over ed 
noation, says the London Journal in an 
article upon the Greeks The university 
and high schools act as magnets, attract- 
ing all tho clever or ambitious youth of 
the country, large numbers of whom 
are duly Stamped every year with tho 
academic soal and turned adrift -with 
larger demands on society than their 
fathers ever had and less means of sat- 
isfying them. Hence a considerable 
number of young men throughout tho 
country who can speak several lan- 
guages and have acquired large stores 
of general or technical knowledge are 
forced to earn their bread by means of 
uncongenial work. These individuals 
are dissatisfied with the established or- 
der of things, which makes no snecial 
provision for them, and they gladly 
/lend their aid to social reformers or 
political agitators of all parties and 
professions. 


Not that there are auy political par- 


ties in Greece in the sense in which 
these exist:in most constitutional coun- 
tries. Men, not measures, is tho uni- 
versal cry; individual interest is the 
line of cleavage. The crowd follows one 
of the two men whose heads are above 
those of their fellows. The snccessfnl 
leader then provides places for the few 
who are chosen as well as called, and 
high sounding rhetoric for the many. 
People change sides from time to timfr 
accoiding to Ihe outlook, and nobody 
accuses them of being renegades In no 
case is there any principle at stake. The 
members of the little parliament at Atb 
ens receive but a couple of thousand 
drachmas a year (roughly speaking, 4550} 
from the state, but in some cases Ibis 
constitutes the sole support of tho legia 
lator'g family.

BTYLES IN PARLOR STOVES. 


ITIio Kvf.Iutloii of (lie SeSf FefJer—"High 


Art wid Low Ktx-d." 


The modern American self feeding 


parlor stove, which :i3so was originally 
laaue cylindrical in foi-m, is now almost 
withoat exception made square. The 
telf feeder commended itself at once 
upon its introduction and it soon came 
into \vido use. Its utility was every- 
where recognized. It \vas not then, 
however, so perfect in detail as it has 
since been made. The magazine was at 
first made larger than was really .neces- 
sary, even for. the pnrpose of snch a 
stove. In a lurge siz« self feeder, stand- 
ing pretty high generally, the opening 
into the magazine at the ton, through 
which the coal \vas poured, was so high 
that it became quire a task to lift a 
scnttle of coal up to it. This was not so 
much noticed at the very outset, when 
people were more, impressed by other 
featnras, bnt it speedily became a cou- 
BuKration of importance. It was said at 
the time that in feeding soru* of the 
stoves a stepladder was needed. It cer- 
tainly did require a considerable degree 
of exertion. 


The ornamentation of the stove at 


that time consisted of moldings and 
bands, and perhaps of wreaths in low 
relief, cast npon the upper part of the 
cylinder, looped around the top, and the 
stove was often surmounted with an 
ornamental urn. AlLtbis made a hand- 
some stove, as stoves -went, bnt it was 
felt that something better might be pro- 
duced in the way of style and finish 
and that it was practically essential that 
something should be done to lower the 
feed. These two requisites to the high- 
est development and greater snccess of 
the self feeding parlor stove were form- 
ulated in the phase "high art and low 
feed" once familiar in the trade 
The 


demands were promptly met. 


To bring the feed lower, the whole 


stove was lowered wherever it could be 
done, a trifle being taken hero and 
there, the grate was lowered a little, 
and Wio magazine was redneed in size 
where thac conid be done and still 
leave it of amplo size to meet essential 
requriments. The effect of these changes 
was to bring the 'feed down to where it 
is today, within convenient r&ach, and 
the general lowering of the structure of 
the stove was in keeping also with the 
new outward shape that was adopted, 
square instead of round, the fire pot, 
however, remaining round. 


At first in the ornamentation of 


stoves of the new design tiles were used 
freely and some of the parts of the 
stoves or their trimmings were nickel 
piaieu. Tiles are fctill used to a consid- 
erable extent Nickel plating is more 
freely used than at first, and bronze is 
now used also. While the stoves are in 
outline and effect square it does not fol- 
low that they aro flat sided. Some are 
recessed, somo have swell sides. They 
are made in various modifications of 
shape au,d in a great variety of styles of 
finish as to ornamentation in tiles and 
nickel plaiting, and in a great variety 
of ornamental patterns reproduced in 
the castings themselves. Many of these 
stoves are tasteful as well as elaborate 
"High art and low feed" are combined 
in them.—New York Sun.

Liberals. He preferred to leave the 
crown full liberty to decide as to the 
best action. 


Both houses of the cortes voted with- 


out debate the financial supplies neces- 
sary to enable the cone to adjourn 
sine die, and granted authority for the 
issue of treasury bonds and the con- 
traction of loans guaranteed by the 
Spanish treasury to cover the expenses 
of the war in Cuba and the Phillippine 
islands with a special line on the rev- 
enues of Spain of the Cuba war loan.

The hospital physician should bo a 


man of the most thorough methods and 
the most; extreme conservatism. 
He 


should be chosen as wrcch for his prac- 
tical good sense as for his skill in diag- 
nosing disease. He should bo a man 
with intuitions and ought to be able to 
decide almost at a glance whether a pa- 
tient is suffering from brain trouble or 
alcoholism. 


There have been of "late a greal many 


instances where this mistake has been 
made, and it is by no means creditable 
to tho hospital authorities when such 
blunders are made. 


One of the latest exploits of a hospi- 


tal doctor was to order a cold bath for a 
consumptive patient who showed some 
symptoms of hysteria. Shortly after tho 
bath the woman died. Just why a doc- 
tor should order such treatment com- 
mon sense as well as the medical pro- 
fession would like very mncli to know. 


Hospitals are in tho main supported 


by tho people, and the people have a 
ri?ht to good treatment aud courtesy at 
the hands of those who are put in 
charge of such institutions. Falling to 
receive this, tho public has also the 
right, to demand au investigation of tho 
situation and to demand tho punish- 
ment of those who are guilty of such 
unprofessional and inhuman conduct 
aud that their places bo llllcd by those 
who aie uicro intelligent und hnttrr fit- 
ted for the. duties and responsibilities of 
such a pljrc.— Mew York Ledger.

and death—while the law says one or 
the other. Counsel will hold that Dur- 
rant's life in San Quentin is not deten- 
tion, but imprisonment. 


The position of the attorney general 


is untenable, as !:.fe in the county jail 
carries with it no ^having, stripes, and 
no indignity other than detention. 


This statement will be heard in the 


federal court, where it is expected the 
same action will be taken as in the 
V/orden case—that ot securing a writ 
of habeas corpus.

The corrupt,practice of the Be-

TOO MUCH FREEDOM. 


Clyde Shropshire, recently vice con- 


Jnl of the Diiited Slates at Paris, now 
liis at a small <leik in the anteroom of 
his brother's office ia Wall street, Xew 
York, adding columns of figures. 


Vice consul of the United States, a 


lawyer, a writer, lithe, extremely witty 
and sufficiently brave, Clyde Shropshire 
succeeded at Paris, by an uninterrupted 
ttries of prodigies, in provoking more 
envy than pity and in leading a life 
of luxury, apparently, at least, not 
•with the aid of the little money that 
h« earned, but because he vras rel- 
atively to his limited fortune one of the 
most stylish men of Paris. Clothes, fur- 
niture, social relations, all the things 
that were his were incontestably stylish. 
But to attain this result a man "needs 
inexhaustible geuins and patience every 
minute. 


There was not a ridiculous coat im- 


posed by fashion which Clyde Shrop- 
shire knew not how to wear with irre- 
proachable grace and tbe exaggerations 
of which he did not adopt with joy. In 
accordance with the custom already an- 
cient, which suppresses professional ab- 
surdities and replaces them by others, 
the lawyer's office which Clyde Shrop- 
shire kept in conjunction with his friend 
Donald Harper was incnmbered with 
carpets, ferocious gods, art objects of 
Japan and enough barbarous weapons 
to organize a war in the far east. 


Clyde Shropshire rode ia the morning 


in the Bois do Boulogne on a superb 
horse. Where could ho have got it? The 
rest of the time he was wherever a fash- 
ionable man in Paris must be to obey 
prejudices that are adored there as were 
the gods with heads of birds iu ancient 
Egypt. 


He was especially in the places where 


one cannot be. He was admitted to sa- 
lons of the Faubourg St. Germain, 
where dukes only are received, and if a 
celebrated woman gave at her house a 
party consecrated exclusively to myste- 
rious beings living outside" of all the 
circles of society, Clyde Shropshire was 
there as if he had an exceptional title 
to be there. 


At the receptions of the French acad- 


emy he had a better place than any of 
the state ministers, the diplomats and 
the wives of academicians. If a dram- 
atist, eager to retain his secret, organ- 
ized a rehearsal with doors shut so 
tightly that even the manager'of the 
playhouse could not open them, Clyde 
Shropshire was there, comfortably, in- 
stalled in an orchestra chair by virtue 
of a right the more imprescriptible be- 
cause it rested on nothing. 


Shropshire had carefully eliminated 


from his xnind :all that was not stylish 
in it Politicians, poets, financiers, men 
of millions, said "we" to him. All ad- 
mitted him into their special free ma- 
sonry. If s sovereign passed .through 
Paris in the strictest incognito and re- 
ceived nobody, he received Clyde Shrop- 
shire. Why? That is as difficult to learn 
as the deepest mystery of history. Sure- 
ly, to visit the salons, onr vice consul 
would not have waited for varnishiug 
day. In the dust, in the sweepings, he 
walked, receiving full in the face the 
refuse of the galleries, under the stupe- 
fied gasie of the bewildered authorities. 


It was especially with regard to wo- 


man that Clyde Shropshire had domes- 
ticated his heart and imposed silence 
upon it as upon a familiar dog. With- 
out ever allowing himself a fantastic 
ideal or a personal taste, he admired 
the women whom fashion ordered him 
to admire, with the docility of a soldier 
obeying his chief. 


He gave to them jewels, ancient art 


objects and other ruinous things. Hav- 
ing neither a taste nor an 'idea for a 
sentiment which was his, frightfully 
resigned, Clyde Shropshire dragged a 
chain, gilt, but heavy. 
Suddenly he" 


was delivered. Consul General S. E. 
Morss removed him from office. 


Then fabulous tales of sums borrowed 


by him from a great number of persons 
gained circulation. His brother, B. F. 
Shropshire, paid the debts.

"My brother," said Clyde Shrop- 


shire, in speaking of the matter recent- 
ly, "is the only person who has suffered 
loss of money for my dissipation. It is 
all in the past now.. Tho realization of 
the horror of it carac to me only when I 
was punished, bat there came with the 
punishment a splendid consolation. 


"I am no longer forced to be stylish. 


1 shall never be stylish again. And I 
roll in the happiness of living the life 
of a commonplace office clerk, like a pig 
in a pen.or an angel in the stars."— 
New York Journal.

Thechlamys, 
another rectangular garment, short- 
er than the himation, weighted, at 
the corners and fastened by a brooch 
so that one corner hung down in 
front, was worn by | men, with or 
without the chiton. It is especially 
well shown in the horsemen on the 
frieze of the Parthenon. 


Occasionally Diana or an amazon 


wears the chlamys, biit it is the dis- 
tinctive garment of the young 
Greek. 


Bands, belts and fillets were mueJs. 


worn. 
Men, and women wound fil- 


lets around their heads. 
Women 


wore, often under their chiton, a 
breast band adjusted below the lioa- 
•om, not to compress the form, hut 
to protest the organs. Indeed .there 
was no temptation to compress the 
waist, the flowing drapery Telling 
the waist. The band which confined 
the short or caught up the long 
chiton was also of cloth, but tho 
outer ibelt, holding in the loose folds

Ether and 


Ether, it has baea discovered by a 


Danish experimenter, has on plants an 
effect exactly the reverse of that which 
it has oa animals, and instead of put- 
ting thoia to sleep will awakeK them 
even from that^deep slumber which or- 
dinarily nothing but the arriv*! of 
spring cau disturb. The plants to be 
etherized are placed in ;airtight boxes 
or .glass cylinders, according to size, and 
exposed to tho fumes for from 34 to 96 
hours. By doing this in -the fall ihe ac- 
tivity which otherwise would not begin 
for'months is -started, and the plants, on 
removal from the etherizing chambers 
to a hothouse, at <iuoe leaf ont, bad 
aud blossom ia a .most surprising way. 
As yet only willows, ^hyacinths and 
lilaea have been tried, and in many in- 
stances well developed flowers were 
produced before Christinas. With lilacs 
the succoss was .especially great, but 
this is believed to 3se due simpjy to the 
accidental hitting in their case of just 
ihe right amcant of ether to administer. 
It is believed that further experiments 
-will jreveal tbe best procedure ;to follow 
•with other plants ami that the discovery 
•will be of vast importance to .florists, 
•enabling theat to control ^with,accuracy 
the -<&ut of season :bloesomiug af any 
plant. The process is inexpensive and 
easy at application, the only .danger 
connected with it being that of .fire, as 
the •ether fumes are ready to burst into 
flames on .small provocation.—ivew 
York Times.

It was the 
I«SGIT of such well known m«!n as Joha 
Morrissey, John Daly, Colonel Jim Sco- 
vel and others. Stories have been roJu 
of plays of faro ivhen the limic was the 
sky, and where the checks were piled 
en a card as high as the ceiling. 


Many good stories are told of big 


games played in the Crystal. One of the 
best is of the great poker game in which 
the late Jobn Morrissey and Colonel 
Jim Scovel were the two important 
players. It was nearly 30 years aga It 
was a bleak December night This was 
before Scovel w'aa sent to the United 
States senate by the Jerseyites, aud 
when Morrissey -was at the height of 
his prominence. It was a six handed 
game of draw. The game had been lag- 
ging on for three hours without anyex- 
eitemeat. Morrissey was about f3,000 
winner. Scovel was a loser.of about half 
that much. The play .which: made this 
story came. np about 3 o'clock. in the 
morning. , John was the dealer, Scovel 
sat to his left and was the first mail tc 
speak.

PORTRAITS IN DUST. 
I 


^uderlul I*leturf* Compose*! Kulirely of 


l»u»t !><-i««»iU-d \>y Elect rJcitj. 


The most remarkable portrait in 
lie world is owned by a Now York- 
r. It is 11 photograph of a man and 
s composed of fine particles of dust 
le-posited on a pano of glass. It is 
jot the handiwork of man. It is a 
luiural phenomenon. It formed it- 
elf out of the ilying dust of the at- 
nosphere, which adhered to the 
glass in varying thickness until a 
perfect likeness of a liviiig human 
>eing was produced. It require"! 
iight years for completion, yet so 
delicate is it that all this wonderful 
production of nature may bo wiped 
iway and totally obliterated by the 
.imple rubbing of the finger tip. 
Many theories have been advanced 
explaining the cause of the forma- 
tion. Several leading scientists have 
concluded that it was caused by at- 
mospheric electricity generated by 
he action of the sun rays shinicg 
against an old portrait. 
I 


It is probable that many persona 


lave possessed dust portraits foi 
years without being aware of the 
'act. It is also possible for any per- 
son to make dust pictures, not as 
elaborate as the one mentioned here, 
perhaps, but fairly good represen- 
tations nevertheless. Tho science of 
dustography, as it might aptly be 
called, owes its discovery to an ac- 
cident. W. J. Hammer, tho electric- 
al expert, happened one day to ob- 
serve a photographer remove an old 
ihotograph from its frame. When 
lie pane of glass which had rested 
n front of the picture was held up 
to the light, it was fund that a pho- 
tograph or tracing, the same in ev- 
ery respect as the original picture, 
was printed in dust on the glass. 
The phenomenon was not duo to the 
iresstire of the old photograph on 
:he glass, for the two had been sep- 
arated by a mat to the extent of 
one-sixteenth of an inch. Besides, 
the dust picture could be rubbed off 
the glass by pressing the fingers 
against it, and it yet bears the fin 
;er marks of persons who have thus 
:ested its vulnerability. How did it 
lappen to come there? Scientists 
puzzled over ift for a long while, but 
could not solve the problem. * Then 
t was agreed that it must be due to 
the action of the electriciiy in the 
air, generated by sunlight. 


Certain objects under the action: 


of direct sunlight are constantly 
giving off electric currents. Differ- 
ent parts of the same object give off 
:urrents of various strength. For 
instance, the dark parts of a picture 
emit a-greater electric flow than the 
light portions. In the above dust 
picture hardly any dust remained 
on the glass opposite the dark sur- 
face of the old photograph. The 
darker the surface the less dust 
there was opposite to it. The lighter 
the surface the more dust there was 
opposite to it. This was because the 
heavy currents emitted from the 
dark surfaces scattered the dust 
which attempted to settle on the 
glass in front of them. The weak 
currents emitted from the lighter 
portions of the picture permitted 
dust to settle on the glass according 
to their strength, and therefore 
made a perfect copy on the glass of 
the original picture behind it. 


This went on for eight years be- 


fore the perfect portrait was formed. 
Such pictures are liable to be form- 
ed in any household; therefore per- 
sons possessing old glass covered 
photographs which may have hung 
in direct sunlight should remove 
the glass and examine it carefully 
to see if any electric dust pictures 
have been formed. The pictures 
will bo found naturally on the inner 
side of the glass. They resemble a 
daguerreotype in appearance, and 
when-discovered should immediate- 
ly be placed between two glass 
plates to prevent tho picture being 
rubbed away by the fingers of care- 
less observers.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


A Prehistoric Bird. 


Dr. E. C. Stirling, F. K. S., an- 


nounces that he has discovered in 
tho dry basin of a south Australian 
lake remains of an extinct biru, 
which iu life measured 13 feet in 
height. The bird seems to have 
been without wings, and therefore 
is likely to have possessed many of 
the habits of the ostrich. Tho skull 
measures 1 foot 2 inches. It is prob- 
able that it lived in marshy places 
and fed on herbage. There is only 
one prehistoric bird known to his- 
tory tfhich has something of the 
same appearance as this unknown 
Ansralian specimen. This bird prob- 
ably afforded food to the natives of 
Now Zealand, as is possibly;uso 
true of the Australian bird.

Thera is nothing in the climatic 


conditions to prevent whiw labor from 
performing the work and drawing the 
13,000,000 to $4,000,000 that are paid 
annually to the Asiatics. There are at 
the islands J.G15 Hawaiians, 2,268 Por- 
tuguese, 12,893 Japanese, 6,389 Chinese 
and about 715 of other nationalities. 
There is one condition under which 
American labor should be introduced to 
which the planters are agreeable, and 
that is the profit sharing basis, giving 
certain fields where from 10 to 100 la- 
borers can co-operate." 


He stales that the planters are eager 


to get Americans and the government is 
desirous of creating a department for 
the introduction of American labor. 
The government and planters are ready 
to pay the passage of laborers from the 
United States. Mr. Fitzgerald has seen 
about 20.00U barefooted laborers, half 
of whom work under a penal contract 
and are treated as convicts if they leave 
their employers. 
The profit sharing 


bans is not definite in assuring a cer- 
tain rate of wages, but the report says: 


"This .includes a home with laud 


enough for garden purposes, free fuel, 
water and iu many cases pasturage for 
a cow, with free schools, etc."

rai=8d a cry against the movement to 
send American laborers to Hawaii ami 
claim that it is part of a plot to save 
the government and white settlers of 
the islands from Japanese competition. 
Secretary Furn«eth of the Sailors' union 
and Editor Macarthur of The Coast 
Seamen's, Journal stated recently that 
rhe currying out of the project would 
send white men into slavery. 


•'Under the profit sharing system," 


said Macarthur, "the laborer has to sign 
a contract with his emplojer which vir- 
tually makes a slave of him. The agree- 
ment is all iu favor of the employer. It 
won't permit the laborer to leave. 
Strikes would be out of the question. 
The workmen would be liable to a 
leavy penalty." 


He produced a blank agreement of the 


iwa Plantation company as n proof of 
is assertion!1. Among other things this 
illows the laborer to use water only at 
uch hours as the employer directs, and 
he laborer must pay out of his share of 
be profits for extra help if required 011 
he plantation, bot he cannot transfer 
or assign his interest in the concern.

Very Few of Them Will Be Allowed to 


I-am! In Enelaad. 


The VTInte Star line steamer Majestic, 


Irorn Liverpool, brings to Xew Vork 
copies of an order issued by the British 
ooard of agriculture ia consequence, of 
the hydrophobia scare, arising iu part 
rorn the practice of bringing dogs to 
Great Britain from American ports. 
Tho order will bo posted throughout the 
United States. Its enforcement is likely 
to cause trouble, as it is the most strin- 
gent precautionary measure cf the kind 
ever adopted here. 


It provides that no dog iiiall be al- 


lowed to enter Great Britain after Sep- 
tember without a special license issued 
by the board of agriculture, which can 
be obtained only after going through 
many formalities. Details for the iden- 
tification of tlie dog must be given, aa 
well as the address of the owner, where 
the animal is going to laud, the route 
by which it is to travel, etc. Iu case of 
violation of any of the provisions of tin 
order the dog will bo liable to sii 
mouths' quarantine at the expense of it.

After age 40 the mor- 
tality rises high, and I should say that 
at age JO or GO about three brewers 
may be expected to d*e where one aver- 
age person dies, which means that the. 
observations made by Dr. Bernachi in 
his address in 1890 have been borne out 
by the small amount of data that I 
have been able to accumulate."
